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POLIO CLINIC 
FOR ADULTS PLANNED 


A Polio Clinic, for the en- 
tire family, is the goal of 
the Wilmington Board of Health 
Prior to now the clinics have 
been for school age and pre- 
school age youngsters, 

Under the proposals now un- 
dergoing consideration, the 
age limit would be raised to 
people under 40 years old. 

The Wilmington Board has been 
informed by the State Board of 
Health that it may have up to 
500 vials of anti-polio serum, 
sometime late in May. 

With 8 or 9 inoculations to 
each vial, the Board believes 
it can inoculate about 4000 
persons. 

Sunday Clinic Planned 
The Family Clinics will be 


held in several parts of town

probably simultaneously, on a 
Sunday morning, between the 
hours of 10 am and 1 pm. 

They will so be located as to 
be close to churches, so that 
families may stop in either on 
their way to or from Divine 
Worship. 

The Board of Health, Monday 
night, voted to ask the physi- 
cians of Wilmington to donate 
their time to this clinic, and 
to recruit a small force of 
nurses and volunteer aides to 
assist. 

The charge will be $1 for any

Buzzell’s letter read in 
parts 

‘In the first place, it is to 
be noted that the power con- 
ferred by Section 3-B (of Chap 
ter 85, General Laws, Ed.) on 
the Board of Survey ( now the 
Planning Board) is limited to 
ways opened for public use 
which have not become public 
ways. 

‘There is no authority given 
to the board to change the 


name of a public way, nor can 
the Board change the name of a 
‘paper street’ since such a 
street has by definition not 
been opened for public use’. 
Not one of the members of 
the Planning Board found them- 
selves in agreement with the 
letter. 

A. Daniel Gillis, former 
chairman, who worked for more 
than three years on the street 
naming program was particular- 
ly indignant. He pointed out 
that the board had checked all 
possible means, during the 
work, including ‘three Town 
Managers’. His statement was 
backed up by Bill Beers, pre- 


sent chairman, who further 
pointed out that the Town 
Counsel had been present, on 
some occasions when street 
naming programs were discussed 
‘If this is wrong’ Beers said, 
‘the whole town has goofed. 
The Board worked on it for 
years, checked itself on all 
possible occasions, all the 
way, talked with lawyers and 
authorities - and now he says 
it’s all wrong!’ 

Several hundred dollars have 
already been spent by the 
Planning Board, on the program 
and about a thousand dollars 
has been authorized to be 
spent for new street signs.
